A Terrible Tale of Suffering. 
A correspondent of the Kuerameiito 
Union thus relates the sufferings of 
Frank Gilbert, who recently crawled 
into Desert Nation, almost dead from 
thirst, hunger and fatigue. The narra­ 
tive is from the lips of the sufferer, 
with the declaration that all the state­ 
ments are verified by Ball, Caughlin, 
Lent and others. Me said: 
“1 had been at work forJudge Colby 
of Havilah, Huperintendant of the Joe 
Walker mine, and started with a good 
horse to visit the Slate Range mines, 
and arrived here Wednesday. After a 
good lifgUcft reSt T left for 8iate Range 
Thursday morning at 8 o’clock. The 
weather was quite hot, but I filled my 
canteen with water and started off; at 
Mesquite Hpring, eleven miles away, 
1 found water, arriving there about 
noon, and after a rest I filled my can­ 
teen afresli and started for Bedrock 
Springs, the next water, have full and 
clear instructions from Ball as to the 
route. These springs are a little off 
the road, and somehow 1 passed the 
trail and missed the springs; to next 
water was thirty miles of desert, and 
in the afternoon I had called on my 
canteen often, and hy 3 o oloek I had 
exhausted Its contents, and by 4 
o’clock was very thirsty, the sun pour­ 
ing down intense heat, and the (lust 
from a land storm almost blinding me 
and ray Worse*, how shewing signs of 
great thirst and fatigue. Thinking to 
strike Bedrock .Springs every rod I 
urged my horse forward, but as mile 
after mile was left behind and the sun 
sank behind the hills, I became con­ 
scious that I must liaVe passed the 
springs; but I kept on until dark, and 
then turned to retrace my way, well 
aware that I must have water for mi­ 
trarse or I would never reach 
Slate Range, across that thirty mile 
desert; about midnight, becoming sat­ 
isfied that I had lost the spring trail, 
I tethered my horse to a bush and 
slept two or three hours, but at the 
first break of day I started again and 
left the road for a cañón where I 
thought there must be water. I went 
up the cafion four or five miles but 
found no trace of water. I then began 
to suffer Intensely for water and took 
across the mountains, throwing away 
my paok to lessen the weight on the 
horseT At about 10 o’clock I reached 
the summit, when my horse weaken­ 
ed and refused to go a step. I tied 
him up and started down the cañón 
on the east for water; the heat had 
now become great, and I was suffering 
¿11 the agony of hell, but nerved by 
the thought of dying of thirst I ac­ 
tually ran a long way. and at last, 
aware that there could be no water 
fouud, started back to the spot where I 
left my horse. I was bbcoming so 
fully exhausted and almost overcome 
with the heat, and without reflection, 
or in delirium, I can’t say which, I 
took off my vest, trowers and woolen 
shirt and threw them away; slowly I 
dragged myself to roy horse, mounted 
him and started to the west, but in a 
few hundred yards he again stopped 
and refused to go ahead. I then saw 
certain deftth before Bie unless I could 
obtáln sotne relief. My body was ex­ 
posed almost naked to the torrid sun, 
and was becoming blistered, my 
tongue was parched, swollen and sore, 
and I was suffering more than I can 
tell you; It occurred to me'tlmt my 
only way to live was to bleed my poor 
horse and drink his blood, but I had 


him. I hunted, aroeuid and found a 


piece of slate rock which was sharp on 
one edge, and with this 1 succeeded in 
opening a vein on the inside off hind 
leg, and the blood trickled forth. I 
put my mouth to the wound and moist­ 
ened my tongue with the hot, pungent 
blood, which, though bitter and 
naseous, afforded me some relief, and 
in a few moments i was able to swal­ 
low, and then 1 drank ail 1 could; and 
tearing open the wound, I held my 
lint and caught at least a quart of blood 
which i afterwards drank and then 
laid down in the shade of a 
bush; the blood made me quite sick 
at tlie stomach fora little while, but I 
soon got stronger, and, conscious that 
my life depended on my endurance, 
started down the mountains, lying 
down frequently in the shade of 
bunches of sage brush; whither I was 
going I knew not, only tluvt I prayed 
to God for strength and direction to 
water; I kept on until dark, ami then, 
having reached a dividing ridge laid 
down; the hot air wus blowing hard, 
and singed me like a furnace, but with 
my hands 1 dug down into the sand 
to moist earth and shrtwered' It over 
my body to cool my agony, for the re­ 
lief i hail experienced from drinking 
blood had all departed, and all my suf­ 
ferings returned tenfold. At last T 
fell asleep and must have slept several 
hours (as near as I can tell, till mid­ 
night.) and when I awoke the wind 
had become fiercer and cold, and I 
was so chilled and benumbed that T 
could scarcely move, and racking 
pains as sharp asa knife pierced me 
through and through. I rubbed my 
cramped limbs and at last got so I 
could stand; when by swinging my 
arms and stamping the ground Í was 
enabled to walk, and although my 
feet were so swollen that 1 could not 
put on my shoes, and the sand had 
worn the flesh from my soles, 1 started 
about daybreak down to the eastward, 
and about 9 o'clock, when the sun had 
become almost intolerable, struck the 
road which I came in and from the 
bones of a skeleton horse which I re­ 
membered, I knew I must lie twelve 
or fifteen miles from Mesquite Springs, 
and although nearer Bedrock Springs; 
I felt it unsafe to find an unknown 
place, and one, too, which I had first 
missed, and I was assured that my 
only chance for life was in reaching 
Mesquite Springs. 1 started, and 
every half or quarter of a mile, I would 
dig (town to damp sand and get tem­ 
porary relief by a regular sand bath, 
and resting a little while go forward. 
Oh! sir, if you only knew how I suffer­ 
ed during that struggle for life along 
that terrible road; how I prayed for a 
wagon; for a breath of cool uir; for a 
drop of water to cool my fevered 
throat unil parched mouth. My feet 
were bleeding, my fingers wore to the 
quick digging, and rav tongue pro­ 
truding from mouth and cracked with 
heat and fever; unable to swallow 
and almost suffocated, my body cov­ 
ered with burning blisters, and my 
strength almost gone. I thought of all 
1 had ever done, of friends and life, and 
then came the thought of deatli in that 
terrible desert. It was horrible, so I 
walked and crawled along, and about 
1 o'clock I think, reached the spring. 
I remembered bow drinking water 
had caused death, and although I 
crawled and rolled into the spring, 
whose waters were as sweet as life, 
and were life, I only bathed my 
mouth and tongue until the swelling 
subsided, and then I drank a cup full 
or so. For about an hour I lay in that 
glorious spring, and gradually my 
fever stopped and my burning throat 
quenched. And then the pangs of 
hunger came on, and I felt almost 
fainting with its terrible gnawing. 1 
then left the spring, and after the 
longest hours I ever knew, reached 
this place In the condition these gen­ 
tleman tell you. I shall never forget 
their nor your kindness, and may ( rad 
grant death at once rather than a sec­ 
ond journey of sixty-four hours with­ 
out water. ^ _____________

U n im proved L ands. 
In all directions going from the city 
one comes upon large tracts of wild, 
uncultivated lands, which are lying in 
the hands of speculators, waiting for a 
rise. It Is the undisputed interest of 
the entire country, that these lands be 
occupied; but the owners, understand­ 
ing little their own interest, will not 
sell except at exorbitant rates. Settlers 
are thus kept out, lands untilled, and 
the entire country damaged. 
By the present system of assessment, 
owners are eneouraged to keep 
their property in an uncultivated state. 
Custom offers a premium to the man 
who does not cultivate his laud. Be­ 
tween here nnd Gallatin art* 13,000 
acres of beautiful land, now lying a 
desert waste, because there is no one 
to till. In this ruinous proceeding, 
the owner is encourged by the assess­ 
ment. Thirty dollars per acre is the 
valuatiQn when a buyer comes; but 
the assessor is told that the property 
is worth four dollars. This is no iso­ 
lated case. The same thing oceurs, 
time and again, throughout the coun­ 
ty and all Southern California. 
There should he a remedy. The sell­ 
ing valuation and the tax valuation 
should be made one; the assessor 
should see that this is the ease. Then 
these large unwieldy ranches would 
gradually be broken up, for owners 
would find it more profitable to sell at 
reasonable rates, than pay the accru­ 
ing taxes. Settlers would cover these 
lands, now uninhabited and desolate, 
and they would blossom with all the 
varied verdure of this country.

O hioaoo, Nov. 26.—Gen. Sheridan 
left for Washington last night, in 
obedience to a summons from the War 
Department. 
A Washington special says, refer­ 
ring to the latest dispatches front 
Spain: It is authoratively stated that 
the demands of the Government arc 
as follows: That the Virginias must 
be surrendered; that the surviving 
passengers and crew must be restored; 
that the United States flag be saluted 
in the port where it has been out raged; 
that suitable indemnity be made to 
the families of American citizens 
massacred. 
Jennings, editor of the New York 
Times, after an interview last night 
with President < (rant anil Secretary 
Fish, telegraphed the following edito­ 
rial commenting on the demands: 
“We have not the slightest doubt that 
when official papers are published, it 
will be seen that the Government has 
asked for a reparation of this kind 
with great decision, and yet not with­ 
out due courtesy to the struggling 
republic of Spain; if Sofior Castellar 
asked for reasonable time in order that 
the government might acquaint itself 
with all the facts in the case, could we 
refuse it? No doubt an intimation 
has been made from the other side to 
the effect that the dispute might be 
refferred to an arbitration, but there 
are some things which arc not adapted 
to this mode of settlement, among 
them is the gross manifestation of 
want of integrity to one great power 
by another. It is not therefore sup­ 
posed for a moment that our govern­ 
ment will consent to any proposals for 
an arbitration, at least so far as re­ 
gards its principal claims for redress. 
If Spain asked for time it was impos­ 
sible to refuse, but of course a reasona­ 
ble time must be fixed upon. It would 
never do to allow a controversy of this 
nature to be protracted over an indefi­ 
nite period; such limit we have no 
doubt was actually fixed, if we are not 
mistaken it expired on the 26th inst., 
and then if the authorities of Madrid 
cannot decide on doing justice to our 
government, the United States Minis­ 
ter there will close his legation. This 
course would not shut the door upon 
all negotiations, but unquestionably it 
would be a startling event. The Vir- 
ginius should have been condemned, 
if condemned at all, before a legal tri­ 
bunal. Spain has clearly violated the 
treaty of 1797, and such breach of faith 
could not be allowed to pass unchal­ 
lenged. It seems very probable that 
the Independence of Cuba will lie the 
result of this difficulty. 
Although 
we still hope it will be accomplished 
without war between the United 
States and Spain. A special from the 
same source says: A report circulated 
yesterday, of the projected overthrow 
of the Castellar government and the 
establishment of Serrano as regent 
for the young Duke Alfonso, was con­ 
tained in a cypher dispatch received 
by Hon. Wm. M. Kvarts, from Madrid, 
and by him telegraphed to New York. 
After giving the above facts Evarts 
adds that quick succession of events in 
Spain have proved the inefficiency of 
the Castellar government. He as­ 
sumes no control to cope witli the dis­ 
affected in his cabinet. Insubornina- 
tion in the army and tin* struggle of 
Carlists, in addition to this, the power 
of the priesthood has been secretly 
and most powerfully at work to under­ 
mine the strength of republicanism. 
And the hereditary oligarchy of that 
nation, has united its strength with 
the church to bring about this result. 


NEW YORK. 
N ew Yo r k, N ov. 26.—The plaster­ 
ers of Brooklyn have struck to force 
the employers to guarantee them four 
dollars per day during the winter. 
Tiu* President of the Plasterers’ Union 
has been arrested on a charge of threat­ 
ening non-society men working. 
A Washington special says the gov­ 
ernment at Madrid declares it is will­ 
ing and lias resolved to restore the 
Virginias and yield to the claims of 
the United States; its only request 
now being that the fact shall he first 
established that the Virginias was en­ 
titled to protection by the American 
flag. 
The anniversary of the massacre of 
the students of the Medical University 
of Havana, which took place three 
years ago, will be suitably observed 
in the churches of this city to-morrow.

To-day, in tlie ease ofToredo Moreno, 
one of the Vasquez gang murderers, 
Slierifi’ Adams was called as a witness 
nnd detailed the circumstances of his 
ineffectual pursuit of Vasquez and the 
surrender of Levia. 
Lewis Schiver 
testified that Moreno was one of the 
men engaged in t lie murder and rob­ 
bery at Tres 1’inos. L. C. Smith, one 
of the men who was bound and laid 
on the floor at the time of the murder, 
could not positively 'identify Moreno 
as one of the party, but believed he 
was one. Deputy Slierifi- Chick testi­ 
fied to facts about the capture of Mo­ 
reno and part of the stolen property. 
Mrs. Davidson, wife of the hotel 
keeper killed, detailed the incidents of 
the murder as far as she witnessed 
them. She saw others shot besides 
her husband, hut could not identify 
Moreno. After hearing her testimony 
the prosecution closed and the defense 
called Manuel Lorios, who swore that 
when Vasquez and others of his gang 
visited his house, the prisoner was not 
with thenj. This man is a brother-in- 
law of Vasquez. The defense are 
seeking to prove an alibi by him 
and 
other 
witnesses. 
Moreno 
himself testified in his own behalf, and 
said that on the night of tlie murder 
lie was stopping at the house of Con­ 
cepcion Espinosa, at San Carlos; that 
early in the morning following he 
went to the house of Tiburcio Vasquez, 
and found him and throe other men 
there; they were at breakfast, and lie 
sat down with them; he denied that he 
had any part in the affair, and was 
not present at Levia’s house when any 
robbery was planned. With his testi­ 
mony and that of several to impeach 
witnessess for tin* people, the evidence 
closed, and after arguments of coun­ 
sel, the ease was submitted to the 
judge. No verdict yet.

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E D U C A T I O N A L . 


To Teachers Without Experience and Without 


Training. 


There are about 200,(HX) teachers of 
ublic schools in the United States, 
these about one-fourth retire from 
activa KTViee every year, leaving 
their places to be supplied by others. 
If all the Normal schools (real and 
nominal) in the country were filled to 
their utmost capacity, and one-fourth 
of their students graduated every year, 
t here would be an ann uai supplyof 3,000 
trained teachers. 
Let us suppose that 
nature is aa prolific as art, and that 
3,000 other teachers, with the stamp of 
native genius on their brow, though 
with no diploma of the schools in 
their hands, make their uunual debut. 
After making these allowances we 
have an annual 
influx Into 
the 
schools of 44,000 teachers, 
neither 
“born” nor “made” —chiefly young 
persons without experience and with­ 
out spaoial adaptation, whom necessi­ 
ty, or friends, or fate, has transformed 
into school masters and school m is­ 
tresses for the nonce. 
The great educational problem of the 
age, is how shall this great army of 
raw recruits be converted into discjj 
plined and steady soldiers. Our hy­ 
pothesis has reduced the problem to its 
lowest dimensions. 
We have made 
the largest possible deductions for 
teachers of “experience,” so-called, 
for trained teachers “to the manor 
born.” and yet we see that there must 
be a very large residuum, whose quali­ 
fications for their work must be devel­ 
oped after th ey have entered i uto office, 
if they are developed at ail. Tt is to 
this large class, and especially to that 
large fraction of It, wno are honest, 
conscientious, Industrious and desirous 
of Im provem ent, that we purpose to 
offer a few words of advice. 
1. Practice alone will not make a 
better teacher. If a man starts wrong, 
the fárther he goes the worse. So a 
teacher who has been on the wrong 
track for twenty years, is a worse 
teaoher th an he was when he com­ 
menced. Errors which were at first 
doubtful propositions, are now self- 
evident truths. His professional vices 
are elevated Into cardinal virtues. 
The Ethiopian can not change his 
skin nor the leopard his spots. There­ 
fore this paper is not written for expe­ 
rienced teachers. Practice, by itself, 
enables us to do easily that which we 
do very often; but not, necessarily, to 
do it better. The man of eight and 
forty does not write a better hand than 
the boy of eighteen; but the sense of 
effort has passed away. A woman at 
forty is not necessarily a better teacher 
than she was at twenty, but she does 
her work, such as it is, with less labor. 
Notwithstanding the changes which 
normal schools, teachers’ institutes, 
and educational journals have inau­ 
gurated and advocated, the traditions 
of the last century are still the com­ 
mon law of the individual' 
That 
whioh has failed in the general system 
will fall in the particular instance. 
Practice or experience alone will never 
convert the wrong into right, although 
it may help to obscure our perceptions 
regarding them. 
2. The first and indispensable con­ 
dition of improvement is a conviction 
on the part of the teacher that im­ 
provement is desirable and attainable. 
One of the earliest symptoms of spirit­ 
ual decay Is self-righteousness; One 
of the surest signs of intellectual de­ 
moralization is pride of knowledge. 
The most heavenly minded men are 
the most humble; the most learned 
men are the most modest. The great­ 
est tetchers are always searching after 
a better way. 
“N otas though I had 
already attained, either were already 
perfect,” is their motto. “Our school 
system,” says the mayor of one our 
S 
eat cities, “does not seem capable of 
iprovement.” 
Most probably the 
mayor was right, though not in the 
flattering sense in which he desired 
his words to be understood. 
The 
oung teacher, however, is not very 
Ikely to give way to vain-glory. If 
he is not utterly devoid of common 
sense, the every day work of the 
school-room will, at least, take the 
conceit out of him. The danger lies 
rather on the other extreme, that, 
finding his best efforts com] aratively 
fruitles, he may become discouraged 
and take refuge in formalism, resting 
satisfied with a perfunctory discharge 
of the routine duties of his office. 
Tills is the sleep that ends in death.— 
[Ni t onal Teacher.
